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European Money Markets Open With Slow, CautiousTrading

LONDON (AP) — Western 


Europe's 
Monday 
markets 


reopened today after a week's 
shutdown, but trading was slow 
and cautious at the outset as 
dealers operated without a set of 
internationally agreed rules for 
the first time in 27 years. 


In London, the pound sterling 


brought between $2.44 and $2.46, 
a cut in the value of the 
American currency of about 3 
per cent. The last quotation 
before President Nixon's action 


cutting the ties between the 
dollar and gold was $2.4194 at 
the close of business Aug. 13. 


Dealers said trading was quiet 


and hesitant. "No one is at all 
certain just where things will 
go," one dealer said. 


Uncertainty 
about 
the 


European markets 
inhibited 


trading on the Tokyo exchange, 
where the market closed before 
the European markets opened 
because of the time difference. 
Trading was calm, and the Bank 
of Japan bought only about $10 


million, compared to hundreds 
of millions absorbed on most 
days after President Nixon's 
bombshell announcement. The 
dollar sold at 357.50 yen, down 
only slightly from the official 
rate of 360. 


Japanese government 


spokesmen 
continued 
to 


maintain that the yen would not 
be revalued, but uncertainty 
pushed prices on the Tokyo 
stock exchange down again. The 
exchange index closed at 160.55, 
down 4.19 per cent, but trading 


was only moderate. 


In Frankfurt, which has had a 


free market since the monetary 
crisis last May, the dollar fell 
back to about the level it held on 
Aug. 13 — 3.4250 marks com- 
pared with 3.4225. This indicated 
a sharp strengthening of the 
dollar in West Germany com- 
pared to the rate of 3.3875 marks 
that banks and travel agencies 
were giving tourists at the close 
of business on Friday. 


Frankfurt 
dealers 
said 


trading was very slow. 


Some countries decided to 


postpone dealings until trends 
became clearer in the major 
monetary centers. 


The government bank in South 


Africa ordered its foreign ex- 
change to remain closed for the 
time being. 


Banks in Italy refused to 


handle commercial exchange 
transactions until an 
official 


rate for the dollar was set later 
in the day. Italian banks were 
handling tourist transactions, 
though, at the rate of 600 lire, a 


dollar devaluation of 4 per cent. 


France opened a split foreign 


exchange with two rates — one 
tightly controlled for govern- 
ment and commercial 
tran- 


sactions and the other a free 
rate 
for 
tourists 
and 


speculators. 


The free rate opened in the 


range of 5.40 — 5.44 francs to the 
dollar, a devaluation of the U.S. 
currency of about 2.13 per cent 
compared to the previous of- 
ficial parity of 5.55419 francs. 
The official rate was set at 5.5125 
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francs. 


Dealers said trading was 


practically at a standstill as 
operators 
studied 
market 


conditions. 


Belgium and the Netherlands 


announced last week they would 
maintain tight links between 
their own1 currencies but allow 
them to float freely in relation to 
other money. At the opening the 
dollar was stronger in Am- 
sterdam 
but 
weakened 
in 


Brussels. The Dutch guilder was 
quoted in the range of 3.49 — 


3.4975 guilders for one dollar, 
while the Belgian franc was 
between 48.75 and 49. Friday's 
rates for tourists were 3.4775 
guilders and 49.05 francs. 


Outside Europe, 
Indonesia 


devalued the rupiah 10 per cent, 
setting the exchange rate at 415 
to the dollar instead of the 
previous 378. Israel devalued its

Saturday night, changing the 
rate from 3.50 Israeli pounds to 
the dollar to 4.20

WASHINGTON (AP) — Draft 


boards have been told to start 
calling up for physical and 
mental exams Sept 1 men who 
drew numbers 1 through 50 in 
the last lottery. 


Draft Director Curtis W. Tarr 


said in an interview he ordered 
the testing to take advantage of 
the partial lull at induction 
centers while the actual drafting 
of men is suspended. 


And, he said, it is in line with 


Selective Service efforts to 
examine men as far ahead of 
their potent'al callup dates as 
possible so they can plan their 
futures. 


Normal 
inductions 
can't 


resume until Congress approves 
the draft-extension bill 
The 


Senate takes up the House- 
passed legislation Sept. 13. 


"If we get a bill passed by Oct. 


1 we can start inducting men by 
Oct 15," Tarr said. '.'But there's 
no way of predicting numbers. I 
have no idea how many will be 
called."

SAN QUENTIN, Calif. (AP) — 


The San Francisco Chronicle 
reported today that an Oakland 
attorney is being sought for 
questioning in the investigation 
into Saturday's bloody breakout 
try at San Quentin Prison in 
which Soledad Brother George 
Jackson and five others died. 


The 
paper 
said 
prison 


authorities identified him as 
Stephen Mitchell Bmgham, 29, 
and said he was the lawyer who 
visited Jackson Saturday af- 
ternoon. 


The Chronicle said prison 


authorities 
reported 
that 


Jackson, minutes after leaving 
Bingham in the visiting room, 
produced a 9mm pistol and 


launched his abortive escape 
attempt. 


Bruce Bales, Mann County 


district attorney, confirmed that 
Bingham was being sought, the 
Chronicle said. Bales would not 
say precisely why. 


The Chronicle said Bingham is 


a grandson of the late Hiram 
Bingham who served as Con- 
necticut governor and U. S. 
senator before his death in 1956. 


The paper quoted prison 


sources as saying: 


"We know he (Jackson) was 


clean whe he entered the visiting 
room — ho underwent a skin 
search — and that on leaving he 
was not out of the sight of his 
guards. 


"And he was hot — he had a 


gun — when the guards were 
about to search him again." 


Prison officials say they now 


believe a San Quentin sergeant's 
concerned curiosity may have 
triggered Jackson into starting 
the escape try earlier than he 
and fellow convicts had planned. 


The sergeant and Jackson 


were among six men killed 
Saturday in what prison officers 
call San Quentm's "blackest, 
bloodiest day " 


Sgt. Jere Graham was shot in 


the forehead when he went in- 
side the maximum 
security

Park said 


Sunday. 


Jackson, 29, brandishing a 


foreign-made pistol, was cut 
down by rifle fire from a guard 
tower as he and another black 
convict dashed into a sunlit 
courtyard toward a 20-foot wall, 
prison authorities said. 


Four other victims — two 


guards and two convicts — were 
found covered with blood in 
Jackson's cell, some with their 
throats cut. All but Jackson 
were white.

are likely to choose one all- 
around useful service for all 
occasions, 
changing the ac- 


cessories to suit the mood.

"The interesting thing about 


the youth market," he con- 
tmuies, "is their willingness to 
pay a good price for what they 
want.

enlargement. 


The AMA said Sunday it has 


received reports that physicans 
are receiving an increasing 
number of patients suffering 
from complications from liquid 
silicone injections. 


The time has come "for a full- 


scale warning to the public as 
well as to the scientific com- 
munity," the AMA said. 


Early this summer, the AMA 


said, a woman died in Houston, 
Tex., after liquid silicone in- 
jections in her breast, and an 
unlicensed practitioner was 
charged with murder. An 
autopsy showed that silicone 
had entered the bloodstream 
and lodged in the lungs 


Dr. Marion J. Finkel of the 


FDA said: "Massive abcesses, 
necessitating surgical removal 
of the breast. 
have followed 


such injections " 


The material 
apparently 


reaches the brain as well as the 
lungs on occasion after entering 
the bloodstream, he said. 


PG&E Asks To Build 
Nuclear Generating 
Plant At Point Arena 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


Pacific Gas & Elect' ic Co , has 
asked formal permission from 
the U. S. Atomic Energy 
Commission to build a nuclear 
power generating plant near Pt. 
Arena, 100 miles north of here on 
the Mendocino County Coast. 


Objection was voiced im- 


mediately. 


The application was filed 


Friday and PG&E said the plant 
would house two 1,168,000- 
kilowatt 
generating 
units 


estimated to cost $742 million at 
current prices. 


John F. Bonner, executive 


vice president, estimated that 
related plant facilities would 
bring the cost to $830 million in 
1971 dollars. He set 1978 for 
completion of the first unit, with 
the second to go into operation a 
year later. 


"It's outrageous," Sierra Club 


executive director J. Michael 
McCloseky said of the ap- 
plication. 


"We're opposed to nuclear 


power plants on the coast, and 
we'll fight this one," he said.

thalmologists at Wills Eye 
Hospital 
in 
Philadelphia, 


Harvard's 
Retina Center in 


Cambridge, Mass., and other 
institutions that specialize in the 
study and treatment of defective 
vision have been aware of the 
connection 
between 
diet 


problems and failing eyesight. 


"There's no sense damaging 


eyes with your mouth," said 
Dr. Arthur Kenney, a tran- 
splanted Kentuckian who heads 
the staff at Philadelphia's Wills 
Eye. 


Dr Keeney explained that the 


eye — particularly the sensitive 
area'in the middle of the retina 
known as the macula — is 
uniquely vulnerable to vascular 
changes stemming from a high- 
fat diet. 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 


dune buggy — once the ex- 
clusive toy of joy-riding teen- 
agers— has been adopted by 
officialdom as a valuable tool in 
beach rescue work. 


Lifeguards at county beaches 


in the South Bay and Mailbu 
areas of Los Angeles County are 
now using two of the squat, fat- 
wheeled vehicles, outfitted with 
emergency gear. 


"The 
dune buggies 
are 


proving more economical and 
more practical for beach use 
than the conventional trucks," 
says Dick Fitzgerald, director of 
the county Department of 
Beaches. 


Fitzgerald says they are more 


maneuverable and their open 
cockpit allows a lifeguard to see 
in any direction from his seat. 
The four-wheel drive buggies 
are equipped with red light, 
siren, radio, rescue buoys, a 
resuscitator, blankets, first aid 
supplies and a loudspeaker. 


Fitzgerald says conventional 


beach trucks will continue to be 
used when the flat bed is needed 
and to drive off the beach in case 
a victim must be rushed to the 
hospital. 


But in most circumstances, 


Fitzgerald says, the dune 
buggies have proved not only 
more efficient but longer 
lasting, cheaper to buy and 
cheaper to operate than trucks.

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Busing Controversy Reaches Congress 
In Waning Days Before Month Recess

WASHINGTON—Although the 


busing controversy to achieve 
racial balance in the classrooms 
has been smouldering for 
several years at the local level, 
it reached Congress with suf- 
ficient force to possibly bring it 
to a head only during the first 
week of August. 


In the waning days before 


Congress took its month-long 
recess, 
members 
devoted 


several hours to the busing 
issue, debate that went largely 
unreported in the press. And on 
the heels of that debate came 
President Nixon's dramatic 
statement in the Austin, Tex. 
d e s e g r e g a t i o n 
case —a 


declaration that he would stand 
for no more busing than "the 
minimum required by law." 


This statement, although in 


agreement 
with 
Nixon's 


previous utterances, is contrary 
to Nixon's own administration 
policies. And it was inevitable 
that Alabama Gov. George 
Wallace or someone 
else 


challenge Nixon to prove tht 
sincerity of his words. 


With the pressure building at 


the local level where hundreds 
of school districts are under 
court orders to desegregate,

using busing if necessary, the 
issue was almost sure to come to 
a head before the fall term of 
school begins. A brief review of 
civil rights and busing might be 
in order. 


IN 1954 the Supreme Court 


ruled against dual school 
systems, one for blacks and one 
for whites. In essence, 
the 


decree was to the effect that a 
student could not be denied 
access to a public school 
because of color. The court did 
not, however, rule or even imply 
schools 
must 
be 
racially 


balanced. 


The 1964 Civil Rights Act was 


much in line with the Supreme 
Court decision. It affirmed that 
denial of admission because of 
race was unlawful. But it went 
even further and decreed that 
admissions would not be made 
on the basis of race or color. 


But civil rights agitators later 


began to contend that pupil 
assignment should be made on 
the basis of color, and even- 
tually persuaded the courts to 
this view—thus negating the 
contrary provision in the 1964 
Civil Rights Act. So 
the 


reasoning went that if schools 
arp to be desecrated, pupils 


must be assigned on the basis of 
race, and if there is to be in- 
tegration, the classrooms should 
be balanced racially—if a neigh- 
borhood had 
12 per 
cent 


Negroes, then each school in the 
neighborhood 
(and 
each 


classroom) should have 12 per 
cent Negroes. 


But because of neighborhood 


patterns, this could not come 
about naturally, so civil rights 
activists came up with the idea 
of massive busing to achieve 
this racial balance. It was only 
last April that the Supreme 
Court 
spoke 
on 
busing, 


decreeing it was legal, a court 
which voted 9-0 for busing, and a 
court with two Nixon ap- 
pointees. 


ALL OF this came about over 


the objection of a majority of 
Congress, over a majority of 
both blacks and whites within 
given school districts. And, 
ostensibly, over the objection of 
President Nixon himself. Nixon 
spoke out twice in his 1968 
campaign against busing to 
achieve racial balance, and his 
recent remarks were consistent. 


What bothers Texas Sen. John 


Tower and most of the Texas 
congressional delegation, along 
with many others in Congress, is 


the fact that the Nixon ad- 
ministration 
policies—as 


devised and carried out by the 
Department 
of 
Health, 


Education and Welfare—are at 
loggerheads with what Nixon 
says. And White House repor- 
ters nearly laughed out loud 
when Nixon's press secretary 
issued a statement implying 
that HEW was doing things its 
own way, contrary to Nixon's 
wishes. 


In fact, some recalled a 


statement attributed to Nixon 
before a group of civil rights 
activists to the effect that they 
should watch what he does, not 
what he says. Governor Wallace 
and many other 
southern 


leaders have been saying for two 
years that Nixon and Vice 
President Agnew speak one way 
the administration acts in the 
opposite direction. 


Such tactics were bound to 


sooner or later catch up with the 
chief executive. It was proper 
that Nixon should be called on to 
prove his sincerity, and he 
cannot conveniently duck the 
issue by pointing the finger at 
the Supreme Court where he has 
some of his own hand-picked 
men.

new economic game plan of 
lower taxes, a floating dollar, 
higher import duties and a 
wage-price freeze? 


It seems so. And while some of 


the inconsistencies are more 
apparent than real, some of 
them are real indeed. Some 
foreign criticism, for example, 
contradicts itself. 


From several years some 


foreign governments, France 
especially, had demanded that 
the United States get its house in 
order by slowing inflation, 
boosting exports and reducing 
its balance of payments deficit. 


But now that an attempt has 


been made to meet those 
demands some foreign business 
and government officials are 
furious. They realize that the 
only way we can correct our 
deficit is to reduce their surplus 
of payments. 


Didn't they realize this all the 


time? Of course, says Gaylord 
Freeman, chairman of the First 
National Bank of Chicago, who 
completed a detailed study of 
the situation just weeks before 
the crisis. 


"They 
were 
indulging 


themselves in criticism of the 
United States," he said, "but no 


nation except Germany came 
forward to help. Until May they 
had hoped that some magic 
could be found to reduce the 
pain. 


They urged us to get our 


payments into surplus, but none 
of them offered to turn their own 
surpluses into deficits." 


Now the United States may 


force them to do so. Foreign 
nations will find it more difficult 
to sell to the biggest consumer 
market in the world, the United 
States. And U. S. goods should 
have an easier time in foreign 
markets. 


Domestically, many people 


think they observe an in- 
consistent attitude on the part of 
George Meany, president of the 
AFL-CIO and Secretary of 
Labor James D. Hodgson. 


Earlier this month, Meany 


commented that "the one way, 
the only way, I know to stop 
inflation at this time is by im- 
position of controls." 


At that time the Nixon ad- 


ministration was standing pat, 
arguing that the economy was 
responding to less extreme

SACRAMENTO (AP) — A 


"hot" car isn't the status symbol 
for young people it used to be, 
authorities say, and that's one 
reason why traffic deaths are 
decreasing in California. 


Highway deaths and injuries 


have dropped in the state this 
year for the second consecutive 
year, despite the continued 
increase in the number of people 
and vehicles swarming over 
California roads. 


The nation's biggest and most 


expensive 
freeway 
system, 


tougher police and safer cars 
also get a big share of the credit 
from 
officials 
for 
helping 


California 
— the 
perennial 


leader in the nation's highway 
slaughter — turn the corner of 
traffic deaths. 


The death rate per passenger 


mile on California highways has 
been dropping steadily since 
1964, a 22 per cent drop from 5.4 
deaths per 100 million miles. 


But the state's population 


increased 11 per cent in the 
same 
period, 
and highway 


traffic shot up 34 per cent, 
canceling the safety gain. 


Californians who have received 
$677,282 the past four years 
under the nation's first victims 
of violent crimes law. 


Another 
27 persons 
have 


received $119,261 under the state 
Good Samaritan Act. Twelve 
more checks totaling $24,158— 
the total of approved Good 
Samaritan 
claims the past 


year—are going out next week. 


At that, fewer than one out of 


every 100 persons potentially 
qualified to receive benefits files 
a claim, although police are 
required by a 1970 amendment 
to the law to supply claim ap- 
plications 
to all victims of 


crimes who might qualify.

Production Of Food 
Keeps Pace With 
Growing Population 


ROME (AP) — A gain of 2 per 


cent 
in the world's 
food 


production during 1970 barely 
kept pace with the growing 
number of mouths to feed, a 
United Nations agency reported 
Sunday. 


Big increases in food and 


agricultural production were 
reported for some countries, 
including the Soviet Union, 
South Vietnam, Cambodia, 
Sweden, Greece and Albania. 


But the U. N. Food 
and 


Agriculture Organization — 
FAO — said there was no rise in 
production by the world's 
developed areas taken as a 
whole— Western Europe, North 
America, Australia and Japan. 


Of the developing regions, 


only the Far East had greater 
growth in food production than 
in population. 


A. H. Boerma, the Dutch 


director-general of FAO, said 
the world needs an over-all 
increase in food production of 
about 4 per cent. 


Otherwise, "large numbers of 


people will be condemned to 
continue on substandard diets," 
and "already acute social 
tensions in many developing 
countries will be aggravated," 
Boerma said. 


He said "a 
real green 


revolution" of improved far- 
ming technology is the solution. 


The findings on agriculture in 


1970 were contained 
in a 


preliminary FAO report.

FBI Agents Break Up 
Raids By Activists 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
FBI agents broke up raids by 


antiwar activists on federal 
offices in New Jersey and New 
York over the weekend. Twenty- 
five persons were arrested, 
including two Roman Catholic 
priests and a Lutheran minister. 


Six other persons were being 


sought. 


Acting on information sup- 


plied by an informer, FBI 
agents nabbed eight persons at 
the Camden, N.J., draft office 
early Sunday and arrested 12 
others elsewhere in the city. 
Government warrants for the 
arrest of six other persons on 
conspiracy charges were issued. 


In Buffalo, N.Y., an FBI agent 


making a security check on the 
Post Office building Saturday 
discovered a break-in at the 
Selective Service office. Three 
young men and two women were 
arrested as they attempted to 
carry draft records away in 
canvas bags. 


Although the FBI would not 


comment on a possible link 
between 
the 
Buffalo 
and 


Camden arrests, a 
Justice 


Department 
spokesman 
in 


Washington said: 


"I'm sure there will be an 


investigation to see if the two 
are related." 


The informant told the FBI 


that plans for the Camden 
break-in included the use of nine 
cars and a van spotted around 
the Post Office building, in 
which the draft office is located. 


The FBI said the eight- 


member burglary team, which 
the informant said had been 
picked at a meeting on Aug. 14, 
arrived at the Post Office in the 
van, put up a ladder and climbed 
to the second floor fire escape to 
avoid a burglar alarm on the 
ground floor. 


Some draft records had been 


destroyed by the intruders, the 
FBI said, and others had been 
stuffed into mail bags and 
lowered to the ground from the 


fifth floor before the arrests 
were made. 


The six men and two women 


arrested in the Post 
Office 


building were equipped with 
binoculars, two way radios, pry 
bars and flashlights with the 
lenses taped to emit a thin beam 
of light, agents said. 


The three young men and two 


women arrested at gunpoint in 
Buffalo were barefoot and clad 
in dark shirts and shorts, the 
FBI said. In addition, all ex- 
posed skin had been smeared 
with charcoal. 


They were charged with theft 


and the destruction of govern- 
ment property. 


The 20 arrested at Camden 


were charged with conspiracy, 
theft 
and 
destruction 
of 


government records, violation 
of the Selective Service Act of 
1967 and breaking and entering. 


U.S. Magistrate Charles Rudd 


set bail and recognizance bonds 
for the 20 ranging from $5,000 to 
$150,000. 


Korean Prisoners 
Escape From Jail; 
Hijack Bus 


SEOUL (AP) — Twenty-eight 


persons were killed and seven 
others were missing today after 
a group of South Korean 
military prisoners escaped from 
a west coast island and tried to 
reach downtown Seoul in a 
hijacked bus, Defense Minister 
Jung Nae-hiuk said tonight. 


The 
Counter-Espionage 


Operations 
Command 
had 


announced earlier that the bus 
was commandeered by 21 North 
Korean infiltrators who had 
landed at Inchon in uniforms of 
the South Korean 
Special 


Forces. 


The defense minister said he 


had submitted his resignation to 
assume responsibility for the 
incident. 


The South Korean armed 


forces were put on the alert and 
Seoul's international airport 
was closed to outgoing flights for 
three hours.
